Loro, Oct. 96.—When two weeks ago it 
was announced thatthe shares of the Persian 
Bank were bed four times over, not- 
withstanding the fact that its authorized cap- 
ital was placed at a round million sterling, 
there were many disappointed capitalists 
who bewalled their inability to secure a share 
of so promisinga venture. The bank had 
been given a monopoly of all sorts of busi- 
ness in Persia by the Shah himself on his last 
visit, and, of vourse, everybody saw visions 
of unlimited dividends ia the near future. To- 
day wailing and guashing of teeth is indulged 
in by the possessors of the Persian 
Bank shares tor the news comes 
from st. Petersburg that the extremely 
liberal Shah presented to a set of favored Rus- 
sians precisely the same monopoly for a bank 
which Baron Reuter secured from His High- 
ness here, and sothere are already at leaet 
two dig companies in the field, with several 
other cities to hear from. 

Baron Reuter Is furious for this is the second 
time he has met with this sort of treatment at 
the hands of his royal friend of Persia. Six- 
teen years ago on the occasions of the Shah’s

The official order is now on its way to Jet- 
terson Barracks. 

This action taken by the Secretary of War is 
most unusual, if not wholly unprecedented. 
Sergeants are non-commissioned officers. 
They are usually selected from among the 
Corporais, whom they rank, but sometimes 
are appointed from the Privates of the com- 
pany. They are nominated by the Captain of 
the company and appointed by the Colonel of 
the regiment, or, as at Jefferson Barracks, dy 
the commandant at the post. Theoretically 
the Oaptain is the only officer who 
ean select son-commissioned officers, 
and a court-martial alone remove 
them. To avoid the bother of courts- martial, 
Sergeants against whom there are charges are 
frequentiy invited by their commanders to 
apply for reduction. There have been 
instances of summary removal of pon-com-

Attempt to Excinde the Evidence of Dr. 
Moore Because Be Read the Newspaper

Ontoaao, Ooct,'26.--The Cronin trial was re- 
sumed at tue usual hour this morniag. The 
first witness was Gounty Physician Todd. He 
testified thatonly Dr. Egbert, his assistant, 
and himself had the combination to the vault 
la which the plate with the false teeth taken 
from Dr. Cronia’s mouth was kept. He (Dr. 
Todd) had not entered the vauit since Dr. 
Oronin's death. 

Dr. D. G. Moore, who was present at the 
autopsy, was called and described the wounds 
and marks of identification of the body. 
After Dr, Moore had testified at great length 
and minuteness as to the wounds on Dr. 
Oronin’s body, the defense moved to exclude 
bis testimeny on the ground that he had read 
the verbatim report of the trial made by. 
the Associated Press in this morning's papers 
which gave the entire testimony of Dr. Eg- 
bert. They argued that the physician read 
this, knowing thathe was to testify, and that 
the order of the court excluded witnesses 
while testimony was being taken, yet the 
reading of the testimony had precisely the 
same effect as the hearing of it. 

RULING OF THE COURT. 

Judge McConnell said he thought the evi- 
dence should be exciuded when there was a 
storm of objections from the prosecution and 
clamors to be heard. Messrs. Hynes and 
Milis protested against such a ruling and said 
they could not produce a Witness who had not 
read all about this case and that the Judge 
might just as well adjourn the case now if he 


were going to hold to any such doctrine. After 
considerable argument on both sides the Judge 
ruled as follows: 

The rule of exclusion evidently is for the 
purpose of preventing the witnesses who are 
exciuded from knowing what the witness on 
the stand said, either fer the purpose of 
afirming or contradicting their testimony.

The Newberry Bill Will Go Into Effect Thea 
and the Gaming Devices Will Be Moved 
Out— What the New Law Prescribes—Neo 
Games of Any Kind te Be Permitted 
Hereafter 


The Newberry bill will go iato effect 
November 1, and when it becomes ve 
the police Will be called upon tosee fl the 
dram shop keepera remove from their galoons 
all musical instruments and allthe gaming 
devices of every kind. Those saloons which 
contain pool and billiard tables, cards, domi- 
noes and dice will be required to move them 
out, and a dig polleéman in ai new 
uniform wih notiiy the praprietor 
thet his attractions must be removed 
or else he will be arrested and 
ung. and his license taken from him. The

He Rejotees in the Hitag of Bis Enemy—A 
Dramatic Scene in the Court-Room at 
Cieytoa—Bowman’s Character Painted 
Black by Numerous Witneases—The Story 
ef His Death—An Appeal to Judge Ed- 


AST night Justice Meyer

Frank J. Bowman, was con- 

ducted, refused to accept 

bail and remanded Mr. 

Chambers to jail to await the 

action of the Grand-jury. 

This action was not unexpected after the 

cross-examination of Mr. Chambers, though 

up tothe conclusion of hig examination-ip- 

chief his friends had high hopes of his re- 

lease. It was one Moment of uncontrolied 

passion that prevented the Justice from see- 
ing big way to accepting bail. 

The evidence for the State was that Frank J. 
Bowman had gone to the home of Mr. Cham- 
bers, near Ferguson, oa Monday afternoon, 
accompanied by Deputy Sheriff Charies C. 
Garrett, to levy upon property supposed to be 
owned by Mr. Champers in satisfaction of « 
judgment obtained by Bowman against Cham- 
bers for $28,000; that Chambers bad denied his 
ownership tn any property and had ordered 
Bowman—at the point of a shotgun—to leave 
the place in three minutes; ‘that before 
the expiration of the period Chambers fred, 
killing Bowman; that Bowman was unarmed 
and had made no demonstration of force. 

THE EVIDENCE FOR THE DEFENSE 
attacked the credibility of the Deputy Sheriff, 
Garrett, the principal witness for the State, 
proving by three witnesses that on 
the appearance of Mr. Chambers 
with the shotgun Garrett fied. He

Immediately I heard of the double resigna- 
tion Iealled upon Senor Jimenez and asked 
him for the truth as to it. An interesting 
conversation ensued in which he asserted his 
neutrality in the present political struggle 
and gave bis views upon the country’s pres- 
ent prospects and her relations to other na- 
tions.

KRUPP COMINY TO AMEBICA. 


The Great Gunmaker of Germany Looking 
fer a Location Near Pittsburg. 


By Telegravh to the Post-Draratcu, 

PITTSBORG, Fa., Oct. 26.—The statement is 
published bere that Herr Krupp, the great 
gunmaker of Essen, Germany, is strongly 
considering the advisability of coming to this 
city and building a plant after the model] of 
bis great gun factory in the Spanish 
provinces, Several representatives of the 
famous gun man have been in the city during 
the last month or so gathering all kinds of in · 
formation which would warrant such es plan. 
One of these sald: 8 

**There are a good many reasons why my 
master wishes to remove his plant to this 
country and especially to this city. The first 
is the fact that Europe. may at any moment 
become the scene of a great war. 
Of course, in such a case, Krupp 
would dave to stand by his fatherland; 
and from patriotic considerations he would 
manufacture guns for Germany alone. Now, 
as all the world knows, Krupp makes more 
guns than any other firm in the world. E, 
therefore, our plant were established in a 
neutral country, we could furnish our guns to 
any power; but, apart from that the natural 
advantages of Western Pennsylvania are so 
tempting and their value has been so con- 
clusively shown to Herr Krupp, that he is 
fayorably inclined to ramoval. 

But you don’t mean to say that he is going 
to remove bis entire plant, bag and bagyage, 
to this country?’’ 

Tes, I do. Do not torset that Krupp la a 
young man. Since bis tather died, the young 
man has developed all kinds of notions, and 
he will not stop until they have materialized. 
I know that a syndicate has offered him 100, 
000,000 .franes for his plant in Essen, and 
whether or not he ever sells it, would not af- 
fect his plans 1 Pittsburg.‘

to take a step in the 
matter himself and 
* give Smart a very live- 
ly and energetic stirring up if not a loug term 
in jail, The Health Commiesioner bas 
dawdied along in a slow and lifeless 
manner about the Smart case, and has done 
absolutely nothing of a tangible 
nature toward dringing the quack 
to a standstill in bis Ulegal 
practices. It was the duty of the Health De- 
partment to ascertain from the Collector 
whether Smart or any other drug vender was 
paying the license set down in the State law. 
The Health Department has nut done this. Up- 
on learning from the Vollector that the license 
was not being paid it would have become 
the duty of the Health Department to notify 
the Collector that the man was selling his 
drugs and nostrums without a license. 
THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT 
has not performed any of these very simple 
duties and in all probability the Health Com- 
missioner will be glad to hear this after- 
noon, when he reads the Post-DisPaTou, 
that someone else has taken the matter out of 
his hands and will proceed avainst Smart and 
his diphtheria cure and bring bim to an e- 
1 and probably to a conviction under 

e law.
